The average Canadian farmer 
is well satisfied with protection and if 
I went West on a political campaign 
I would undertake to whip the free 
trade farmers into line and make them 
understand that they would be more 
benefitted by protection than any- 
body else. The farmers who advocate 
free trade are nothing but American 
free traders who have come and set- 
tled in Canada.” 


Colonel Sam is one of the Eastern 
friends from whom Western Consery- 
ative members would like to be de- 
livered. He may consider himself < 
wonder on the stump,-as on the field 
of battle, but he would have a task 
ahead of him in persuading the West- 
ern farmer, who knows with a fine 
degree of exactness just what he pays 
for the benefit of the Easterm manu- 
facturer, that protection is the thing 
for him. How cai protection affect 
in any way the price of what he has to 
sell? The Co'onel speaks of “free 
trade farmers.” As a matter of fact, 
none of the farmers asked for free 
trade. All that they wanted was a 
lower tariff. Their demands _could 
not have ben more reasonable. In a 
letter #o the Toronto Globe, Mr. 
George Langley,M.P.P., of Maymont, 
who has been prominent in the move- 
ment, is very explicit in stating what 
is wanted, 

“One of the things that has vexed 
the soul of the farmer,” Mr. Langley 
writes, “has been the conduct of the 
Canadian manufacturer when he docs 
business outside the Dominion. In 
Australia, in the Argentine and in 
Great Britain, he sells the very same 
implements. we buy at a price consid- 
erably less tham he charges his own 
countrymen, and so the Western farm- 
er is taxed by the tariff so that cheap 
implements may be sold to his com- 
petitors in other countries. ‘I'o any 
man of average intelligence such a 
condition of things borders on the 
farcical, and a body of men who would 
tamely endure it might be directly 
branded as imbecile. And also in ref- 
erence to the heavy tariff on woollens 
and cottons, but especially the for- 
mer, nothing has been — stated that 
gives any satisfactory explanation tc 
the farmer. In regard to this also 
there is no demand for. free trade. 
The Eastern manufacturer and_ his 
employee, like the Western farmer, 
has to pay his share of the indirect 
taxation, and the farmers of the West 
have no desire at «fl to sacrifice them, 
either to the foreigner or the Old 
Countryman. All that is asked is 
that the duty shall be a reasonable 
one. 

“Our complaint against the manu- 
facturer of woollens is that he makes 
no attempt to use the tariff to secure 
the market, but uses it entirely to en- 
hance the price, so that the protec- 
tive element in the tariff is used not 
to help competition, in which case the 
consumer might have benefit. 
but transforms it into an instrument 
of extortion, and the heavy additional 
price thus added to these indispens- 
ible commodities goes as an enforced 
tribute from the Western farmers tc 
the Fastern manufacturers.

“These undeniable facts make plain 
the wants of the Western farmers. It 
is not a commission of enquiry which 
must of necessity be composed large- 
ly of manufacturers, and the other in- 
terests in sympathy with them that 
we want, but an carly lowering of the 
tariff as it affects these two vital 
items, ‘The tariff. on implements 
should be lowered so as to average 
12% per cent. and the British prefer- 
ence should be raised from 331-3 to 
50 per cevt. There is a political as- 
pect of this question which, as an ac- 
tive Liberal, I think of the greatest 
importance, but for the present I pass 
that by.” 

On what does Col. Hughes base his 
statement that Mr. Langley and his 
friends are not representative of the 
West? We- know that the leading 
Newspapers of each party have en- 
dorsed them, that requests for a low-

Edmonton Doctors Accused of Giving 
“Booze Permits” Indiscriminately. 
Calgary, Oct. 13.—Tihat the law reg- 

ulating the sale of liquor in the north 

is being ruthlessly trangressed was 

the complaint made by the Rev. C. C. 

McLaurin, superintendent of the Bap- 

tist church in Alberta. The law ,as it 

stands at present permits a man to 
bring two gallons of liquor into the 

‘north country tri-yearly, providing he 

can produce a medical certificate. 

“I know there are doctors in Ed- 
monton who systematically give per- 
mits to anyone who asks for them,” 
said Rev. Dr. McLaurin, “without even 
asking questions as to the health of 
the applicant. They charge a fee of 
$1, but if the liquor is obtained at a 
certain store only 50 cents is charg- 
ed. You know what that means,” 

Mr. McLaurin said that he knew of 
60 gallons going up to Grouard on one 
boat, which represented thirty per- 
mits. The effect of it was that the 
peaceful little settlement the day pre- 
vious was transformed into a place 
of bedlam. There was scarcely a so- 
ber man in the place. Nhis riotous 
living continued until the liquor was 
gone. 

“From personal enquiry,” continued 
Mr. McLaurin, “I have discovered that 
permits have been issued in the name 
of citizens who were ignorant of the 
fact.” 

Mr. McLaurin also spoke of the 
lack of educational facilities in the 
north, 

“In Grouard,” he said, “where there 
are a hundred children of school age, 
there is only a small mission, accom- 
modating six to ten children. Therc 
are not any fully qualified teachers in 
the community.”
